WILLBEEMPLOYED | 


ON HUGE PROJECT 


Rebuilding of the mountain high- 
way from Camp Baldy to Ice 
- House canyon is assured today. 
Construction will be startea by 
May 1, with county prisoners being 
employed. A prison camp, accom- 
modating about 175 men, will be 
established in the canyon. Work 
on the project will be rushed in or- 
der to get the route completed 
prior to the fall of snow next win- 
ter. 

The county board of supervisors 
appropriated $56,000 yesterday: to 
finarice the road building program 
untif the end of the fiscal year 
June 30. A road will also be re- 
built in the Lytle Creek canyon 
area, but. the

. ing the road in lower portions of 
Bids To Be Called 
The supervisors will immediately 
call bids on a heavy power shovel, 
other road building equipment and 
explosives to be used on the San 
Antonio canyon and Lytle Creek 
projects. Use of prison labor will 
aid the county in the road build- 
ing program. The prisoners will 
be paid 25 cents a day, sufficient to 
purchase clothing. Sheriff Em- 
mett Shay and the county high- 
way department will be in charge 
of the work, 


Repair of approximately 730 
miles.of county highways is also 


assured with receipt by the county 
of an approval on a WPA project. 
Sum of $222,861 in federal funds 


will be available for the work. This 


sum will result in most of the 
county highways being returned to 
their condition prior to the flood of 
last. month. An average of 600 
WPA workers will be employed on 
the road repair work for six 


months. 
To Start Soon 

Road repair work had been 
started soon after the flood and 
the WPA project assures continua- 
tion of this work. 

The county ig also scheduled to 
get an allocation today of state 
funds for use in road repair work. 
The state legislature voted $5,000,- 
000 for emergency repairs, State 
officials gave the report that the 
allocation of money to the county 
will be made today.

Early Diagnosis Campaign 

That old adage—‘An ounce of prevention is worth more 
than a pound of. eure’’—still is true. 

For that reason the sfxty-one city and county tuberculosis 
associations throughout California pay a dividend to the pub- 
lie on the funds the people invest in tuberculosis control and 
prevention. This is accomplished through what is ealled the 


“early diagnosis campaign.”’ 

Two reasons are given for this campaign. First—if tuber- 
culosis is to be prevented and controled it is important that 
every citizen recognize the first symptoms of the dread disease 
and seek medical treatment immediately. Absolute rest is said 
to be the only known cure for tuberculosis—and the more ad- 
vanced the case, the longer the period of rest required. Symp- 
toms of the disease are tiredness. loss of strength and weight, 
@ pain in the chest and continued coughing. If you have any 
of these symptoms it is advisable that you be examined eare- 
fully. 

The second reason for the early diagnosis campaign is that 
the various tuberculosis associations throughout the state are 
anxious to inform the public throughout the year in uncover- 
ing hidden eases of infection and in bringing the eases to 
treatment and cure. Ninety thousand children of school age 
have been tested for tuberculosis in California durimg the past 
nine months—approximately 2500 active cases having been dis- 
covered. 

Twenty-five years ago **consumption”’ was fought by treat- 
ing advanced cases as they came to attention of health author- 
ities. Often the cases were beyond cure. Today we call it 
tuberculosis—and although the disease kills 4618 Californians 
each year, by means of uncovering cases in the early stages— 
evén before outward symptoms have developed—this new 
technique in tuberculosis control has brought the disease down 
from first to sixth place among the killers of persons in this 
state. 

The fact that a long period of rest is an expensive cure in 
the case of those who may be employed emphasizes the advis- 
ability of detecting the disease in its early stages, as one is not 
so long deprived of the opportunity to earn? In some instances 
it is not possible to hold open the positions for the period of 
time necessary for the victim to regain his health. 

In addition to the economie reason for early diagnosis and 
treatment there is also a social reason. Tuberculosis is spread 
only through contact with an actual case of the disease—-and 
the further advanced a case is allowed to become before it is 
detected, the greater the number of people likely to be in- 
fected. Thus the importance of early diagnosis in the control 
of tuberculosis cannot be too strongly stressed.

There are such a multitude of possible conditions 
which might modify their decision that a positive response 
either way is’only partially revealing.’’
